Washington, September 5.—All United 
States troops on the Mexican border 
were under orders tonight to be in 
readiness to meet any emergency. War 
department officials said extraordinary 
vigilance had been ordered as a 
of repeated raids in American territory 
by Mexican brigands and soldiers and 
renewed reports of preparation for an 
organized invasion from across the Rio 
Grande. 

As long as the Mexican raiders con- 
tinue to appear only in small bands, it 
is understood they will not be followed 
into their own territory. Officials in- 
dicate that the American commanders 
would not hesitate to pursue the enemy 
until they were compleiely routed 
should there be anything like an or- 
ganized invasion of the United States.

FOR SAFEREEPING 


Ernest Jackson, Who As- 
saulted Guard, Brought to 
Atlanta to Prevent Trou- 
ble in Hall County. 


For fear of lynching at the hands of 
a Hall county mob, Secretary Goodloe 
Yancey, of the state prison commis- 
sion, last night, issued orders to Deputy 
Sheriff Poindexter, to hold Ernest Jack- 
son, negro, in the Fulton county fail, 
not returning him to Gainesville, near 
which place Jackson escaped from Con- 
vict Camp No, 2, after assaulting A. B. 
Kirby, a guard, with an ax, inflicting 
serious wounds, from which the white 
man is expected to die. 

Sheriff Spencer, of 
brought Jackson to Atlanta Sunday 
morning, for safekeeping. Jackson, 
until captured, was an escaped convict, 
and had a record as a bad negro. His 
recent assault on the convict guard has 
stirred considerable feeling in Hall

Found Asleep in Barn. 

Gainesville, Ga., September 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The greatest man-hunt that has 
ever taken place in Hall county ended 
Saturday night at 12 o’clock, when Ern- 
est Jackson, negro convict, who struck 
down A. B. Kirby, convict guard, with 
an ax, was captured while asleep in 
a barn on the old Dr. A. W. Hunt 
place, 34% miles from Flowery Branch, 
this county. 

Between three and five hundred peo- 
ple had been on the trail of Jackson 
from the time of his deed early Friday 
morning. He had become exhausted 
and head gone so. this barn and was 
soon fast ‘asleep. He awoke to find 
himself covered with flash lights and 
guns, to be handcuffed, brought to 
Gainesville and then to be carried at 5 
o'clock this morning on train No. 36 
to Atlanta to be confined in the Tower 
to await the death or recovery of his 
victim, Kirby, who is in a comotose 
state at the Downey hospital, and sup- 
posed to be without hope of recovery 

Jackson was captured by Charley 
Buice, deputy sheriff, who was accom- 
panied by Judge Hunt, Claud Hunt and 
Claud Chastain. 

Deputy Sheriff Buice had been noti- 
fied that the negro was en route to 
Flowery Branch, having escaped from 
a woodland several miles out, where 
three hundred determined men had 
been hunting for him all the after- 
noon, and, as developed later, had 
passed within 10 feet of him as he lay 
hid under a bank. 

Deputy Sheriff Buice and the Hunts 
and Chastain went out on horseback 
some distance to watch for his coming 
in, and then dismounted and tied their 
horses to proceed more cautiously on 
foot. At 12 o'clock they gave up hope 
of his coming that way and went to 
Hlunt’s barn to get a horse for one of 
the party to ride back after the other 
horses and upon entering the barn 
found the negro fast asleep in the barn 
hallway.

This prediction of prohibition suc- 
cess at the extra session was premised 
upon the assumption that Governor 
Harris will inelude prohibition in his 
call for the session, which Dr. G. W. 
Eichelberger, secretary of the Anti- 
Saloon league, pies would certain- 
ly be the case “if you folks will get 
behind us and fight with us hard.” 

W. S. Witham tied no strings to his 
statement that the governor will in- 
clude prohibition. 

Mr. Small did not state 
just how the hide will be taken from 
those who may defeat the prohibition 
measures, but in an address Sunday 
Mr. Felder said that the Anti-Saloon 
league, during the last session of the 
assembly, had kept a record of mem- 
bers who had frequented dens of vice, 
and that if occasion demanded these 
records would be forthcoming for the 
perusal of the public.

When it was seen that the Hesperian 
was likely to remain afloat for some 
time, Captain Main insisted on return- 
ing to his ship to await the aprivyal of 
admiralty tugs, which he hoped could 
take her to Queenstown. Twenty of 
his men went back with him. 

The Allan line, owners of the Hes- 
perian, has been operated for about 
three years by the Canadian Pacific 
railway, ships of the line running be- 
tween Great Britain and Canadian 
ports. 

The Hesperian, a «win screw steam- 
er, was built at Glasgow in 1908. She 
was 485 feet long with a beam of 60 
feet and a depth of hold of 30 feet. 


PROBABLE EFFECT 
ON UNITED STATES. 


London learned of the torpedoing of 
the Hesperian through a Sunday news- 
paper, which issued an extra late to- 
day covering meager details. As the 
paper printed an Allan line statement 
saying passengers and crew had been 
saved, the news aroused no excitement 
comparable to that caused by the tor- 
pedoing of the Lusitania and the Ara- 
bic. 

It was noticeable’ that wherever 
groups assembled to discuss the mat- 
ter principal interest among them cen- 
tered in the probable effect the tor- 
pedoing would have on the negotia- 
tions between the United States and 
Germany concerning Germany's sub- 
marine policy. 

A request at the Allan line offices 
for the names of the passengers on the 
Hesperian met with a refusal to give 
them. It was stated that the com- 
pany’s officials had decided to issue 
no list now. 


SEVERAL LIVES 
REPORTED LOST. 


Washington, September 5.—A 
gram from American Consul Frost 
Queenstown to the state 
tonight, announcing the torpedoing of 
the Allan line steamer Hesperian with 
a loss of probably eight or ten lives, 
said the liner carried mounted and 
Visible on her stern a 4.7-inch rifle.

The passengers were unanimous in 
declaring that the Hesperian was at- 
tacked in the early night without 
warning. The only person aboard the 
Steamer who actually saw the under- 
water boat was a man on watch, who 
got a glimpse of it in the distance and 
reported the fact to Captain Main. 

The passengers declare the steamer 
was down by the head when they last 
saw her, but that she was making her 
way slowly to Queenstown under her 
own steam. 

“We were sitting on the upper deck 
when about 8:30 o’clock Saturday even- 
ing we felt a violent impact which al- 
most knocked us out of our chairs. 

“In less time than I can tell of it a 
huge volume of water rose almost as 
high as the masts, and, breaking, 
drenched us to the skin, We had 
thought we were out of the danger 
zone and were discussing the pos- 
sibility of a pleasant voyage. 

“The lifeboaks were lowered quickly 
and rowed away from the steamer, on 
which the captain and officers and 
some of the crew remained. The 
steamer apparently was struck on the 
Starboard side, but as it was nearly 
dark the torpedo could not be seen.

Battle Began Year Ago. 

The battle of the Marne began in the 
late hours of tonight a year ago, yet 
someof its details will be cleared up 
only when all official reports and doc- 
uments are available. 

The respective strength of the ar- 
of Charleroi and 
the number and _ position 
of General Maunoury’s forces during 
the retreat, and the preliminary ma- 
nouvers and the number and origin of 
the reinforcements sent to him during 
the battle are disputed questions. The 
reasons for the sudden oliquing of Von 
Kluck’s forces on approaching Paris 
are also in doubt. Little by little, 
however, the principal developments of 
the battle have been established ap- 
proximately. 

Though the execution of their plans 
had been retarded a fortnight by the 
resistance encountered in Belgium, the 
Germans, in their vast circular move- 
ment, pivoting on Metz, reached the 
line of the Sambre and Meuse August 
°1 with at least) twenty-five corps 
(900,000 men) whilé the allies had as- 
sembled only seventeen corps (680,000 
men), including two British corps. The 
allies, counting upon several days’ re- 
sistance by the fortress of Namur, took 
the offensive August 22, with the ob- 
ject of piercing the German lines at the 
junction of the Sambre and the Meuse 
and cutting the armies of Von Kluck 
and Von Buelow off from the rest of 
the German forces. 

Namur fell in a few hours; the army 
of General Foch (120,000 men), concen- 
trating behind the center, was not yet 
ready to go into action, and the plan 
of the allies was compromised. After 
partial successes around Charleroi and 
on the Meuse, the First division of re- 
serves at Dinant was thrown back and 
the Third corps at Marchiennes sus- 
tained a grave reverse, weakening the 
held by the army of General 
General Langle de Cary, on 
his right, had been checked in 
Ardennes, and Ruffey, on the extreme 
right, was in difficulties with the army 
of the crown pince of Prussia at the 
frontier of Luxembourg.

have been definitely fixed August 27 
by orders in Joffre’s own hand. 

General Langle de Cary obliged the 
Duke of Wuerttemberg to recross the 
Meuse and held him there twenty-four 
hours, retiring only under orders from

The artillery drove out the staff, after 
which the Moroccan riflemen pene- 
trated the park of the chateau-—were 
driven out, attacked again and were 
repulsed. A third assault sueceeded 
and in the park lay 3,000 dead Ger- 
mans, including two generals. Whole 
battalions of French troops were anni- 
hilated there. 

Fere Champenoise and Sommesous, 
after Sezanne, fell into the hands of 
Koch's army. Sommesous, counter 
attacked by the Prussian Guard, re- 
mained in their hands only the time 
necessary ‘for the French forces to re- 
form. Two regiments of the Eleventh 
corps charged and drove out the Fourth 
regiment of Grenadiers of the Queen 
Augusta and the Fourth regiment of 
Grenadiers of the Emperor Francis. 

A vital development of the day's 
fighting was the discovery by aviators 
of a gap between the armies of Von 
Buelow and Von Hausen, the effect of 
Von Buelow’s retreat, leaving Von 
Hausen’s right flank exposed. Iv an 
audacious and opportune maneuver, 
General Foch massed his right in this 
gap under cover of the night, before 
Von Hausen’s flank, and threw his ad- 
versary back upon the marshes of 
Saine-Gond in disorder. The German 
losses there were heavy. 

The army of Langle de 
very heavily engaged around 
Francois, where the forces of the Duke 
of Wuerttemberg, counter attacked 
flercely. The artillery fire crossed here 
over the town of . Vitry-le-Francois, 
which was partly in flames. At Pargny 
and at Maurupt-le-Montay both sides 
lost heavily in hand-to-hand fighting. 
By a night attack the French infantry 
took the village of Etrepy, almost en- 
tirely burned, and the surrounding 
region. A litle progress was made also 
to the left of Vitry-le-Francois. 

Sarrail, menaced with envelopment 
by a combined attack from forces com- 
ing from Metz and the crown prince’s 
army in front, sent his cavalry against 
the forces from Metz and continued his 
infantry attacks in front.

During 
nine hours the battle waged inces- 
santly. Encouraged by news of suc- 
cesses of the other armies, Maunoury's 
men redoubled their assaults. General 
Mangin, with the fifth division, by a 
desperate charge near Acv-en-Multien, 
hurled back the forces in front of him, 
nearly destroving the regiment ‘ 
Madgeburg. Jayonet charges by 
African troops relieved the pressure 
near May-en-Multien, and toward the 
end of the dav the Germans, having 
lost nearly half of their force, were re- 
pulsed all along the line of the Army 
of Paris. The Fourth corps of land- 
wehr was signalled coming to the re- 
lief of Von Kluck’s flank from Bethel. 
Maunoury appealed to General Gallient. 
The governor of Paris requisitioned 
5,900 taxi-automobiles, dravs, ete. and 
sent 20,000 men to his support across 
Paris.

From dawn the British army and the 
army of General Franchet d’Esperey 
were heavily engaged with Von Kluck 
and Von Buelow’'s right. The British, 
facing a general northeasterly direc- 
tion, attacked the German line in the 
angle of the trough. After ten hours’ 
continual fighting, the pressure on the 
British front and that of the Fifth 
army on its right diminished. Hard 
pressed on his flank by Maunoury, and 
with his communications threatened, 
Von Kluck was obliged to weaken his 
center by sending two corps (80,000 
men) to the support of the overwhelm- 
ed Fourth corps on the Oureq. The 
Withdrawal of these troops was con- 
cealed by a particularly violent attack 
in which were sacrificed a great num- 
ber of men. 

During the 
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afternoon Von Kluck was 
obliged to repass the Grand Morin and 
abandon Coulomiuniers, but succeeded in 
maintaining himself on the right bank. 
The army of Franchet d’Esperey also 
gained ground. The Senegalese rifle- 
men drove the Germans from the vil- 
lage and the environs of Jouy-sur- 
Morin at the point of the bayonet. Sev- 
eral villages were taken and retaken, 
and the fighting continued by moon- 
light, the French troops taking three 
more villages. 

The strongest shock of the first day's 
fighting was supported by the Seventh 
army of General Foch. After resisting 
the pressure of the first assault a rig- 
orous counter attack realized a gain 
on his left before Mondement. The 
Fourth army of Langle de Cary, though 
just arrived, also attacked vigorously 

along the entire front. 

The army of the Crown Prince of 
Russia had just taken up its position 
before the Argonne and begun an at- 
tack, which Sarrail repulsed. 

Dubail, in the Vosges, pushed back 
by forees of Von Heeringen, and De 
Castelnau held the Grand Couronne de 
Nancy against the attacks of the crown 
prince of Bavaria. 

September 7, 

On the roorning of the 7th 
found in front of him, not only the 
single corps of the preceding day, but 
120,000 men; Von Kluck had skillfully 
accomplished the conversion of his 
forces and for the moment disengaged 
his flank and saved the entire German 
army from disaster.

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BETTER BUSINESS AT HAND. 


American manufacturers are quick to feel 
the trend of business conditions. Orders for 
stocks are the forerunners of bigger trade. 
Merchants with depleted shelves will fill 
them up when they see demand approaching. 

That these orders are increasing rapidly, 
indicating a substantial and healthy fall 
business, is forecast in a statement just 
made to The St. Louis Republic by President 
George W. Brown, head of the Brown Shoe 
Co., Inc., of that city. Mr. Brown’s statement 
that his company alone made a gain in ship- 
ments during August as compared with the 
same month the year before, of $152,561, is 
significant of general trade reconstruction. 

As trade depression makes itself apparent 
in gradual depletion of the merchant’s 
shelves the country over, so their filling is 
certain sign of coming revival.. Mr. Brown 
has given concrete expression to the expe- 
rience of the manufacturer of commodities 
of daily use. In speaking of business growth 
and its underlying causes, he says: 


This year’s wonderful crops, par- 
ticularly throughout the west and 
south, and the enormous trade bal- 
ance of $1,000,000,000 in favor of the 
United States, together with increas- 
ing demand by foreign countries for 
American agricultural products and 
manufactured goods, give reasonable 
assurance of a resumption of business 
activity and general employment of 
labor. 

The most analyzing and successful 
merchants, by taking advantage of 
these conditions, will be able to make 
brilliant showings on their fall busi- 
ness this year. 


Mr. Brown’s statement is cumulative evi- 
dence. Factories everywhere are working 
full time or over with capacity forces, to 
meet an unquestioned demand that is 
founded and forecast in splendid crops made 
at reduced cost and commanding fair and 
remunerative prices in world markets. 

Underlying business conditions were 
never more sound than today, and they pro- 
ceed direct from the abundance of the soil. 
With a prosperous agricultural element 
ready to meet its own obligations, besides 
putting money in bank, there must follow 
that healthy consumption which will make 
itself felt in every line and channel until we 
reach the crest wave of a prosperity which 
a few months ago was beyond our extrava- 
gant dreams. 


RUSSIA’S WEAKNESS. 


All of the varied explanations of the lam- 
entable weakness shown by Russia in fail- 
ing to check the onslaught of the Teutonic 
armies have been built around the fact that 
with a depleted treasury she has lacked the 
means to buy arms and equipment for the 
millions of men she is able to put into the 
field. 

The statement cannot be doubted that 
Russia is capable of raising an army of ten 
millions of men. But that is only one of the 
elements of successful warfare. With what 
arms and equipment she had, she made a 
brilliant dash to the Carpathian passes, al- 
most to the gates of the Austrian capital. 
Her meager resources consumed, she is now 
driven back practically to the last fortress 
defending the approach to her own capital 
city. 

It is impossible to believe that a nation 
of 150,000,000 inhabitants and of vast natu- 
ral resources could be so impoverished 
through ordinary causes as to be unable to 
equip its army and keep an efficient fight- 
ing force in the field. Grac¢e#ally it is com- 
ing to light that there are extraordinary 
causes back of the Russian failure, and that 
chief among these is the well developed 
system of bureaucratic dishonesty and of- 
ficial graft. 

With men and food enough to meet and 
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hundred and ‘fifty helpless millions of the 
gentlest and most patient people on earth.” 

There could be no severer indictment of 
& nation’s rulers; and when the history of 
the Russian retreat before victorious Ger- 
man arms is fully written, it is said it will 
be “one of the most shocking govern- 
mental crimes of human history.” 

Conditions of official depravity attributed 
to Russia are comparable only to those 
which preceded the downfall of Rome and 
other ancient empires which, rotted to the 
core, were easily overcome by the first en- 
emy that pressed them. 

London, in commenting upon the “mas- 
terly” retreat of the Grand Duke Nicholas 
and the coming rehabilitation of his armies, 
naturally has said nothing of official rot- 
tenness as the underlying cause. France 
and England may be ready to come to the 
financial aid of their eastern ally; but will 
they not first insist upon a thorough clean- 
ing of her Augean stables? 

At the outbreak of the war Grand Duke 
Nicholas hanged a number of officials and 
army contractors convicted of robbery. In 
the light of recent disclosures, his method 
seems homeopathic; it would appear that 
the curative process must be wholesale. 

The German emperor evidently knew 
what he was talking about when he said, as 
has been attributed to him, that he had 
dealt his Russian cousin a blow from which 
he would not recover in six months. It will 
be rather remarkable if recovery is achieved 
in so short a period. 


TRUE ITALIAN PATRIOTS. 


Italy’s prestige in patriotism has long 
been celebrated in song and story, but in 
her case, as in that of other countries now 
at war, not all the patriots who merit high 
honor are fighting at the front. Her home 
patriots shine in service with the best of 
them. ° 

There is where the laboring classes, the 
necessary home-armies—have made, and are 
making, records to be remembered. 

Laborers in all lines of industry have 
refused extra pay for extra service to facili- 
tate Italy’s entrance in the war, even when 
compensation for such service meant hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars to them in 
war bonuses and overtime remuneration. 
That money made up their patriotic contri- 
bution to the defense of the country. 

In like manner the French peasants 
have made sacrifices for the state, respond- 
ing with their labor and small means to 
every government appeal. 


It is a war that demands self-denial and “* 


all manner of sacrifices of millions of 
people. But they do not wait for such de- 
mands, but offer themselves and their little 
all of earthly possessions freely for’ their 
country.

If that policy could bé taken up as a 
nation-wide movement and pushed among 
women of all avocations, there would be 
less of the militancy of spirit now so gen- 


erally expressed among women employees ; 


in institutions of all kinds, and less inclina- 
tion on their part to follow the false philos- 
ophy which is so freely talked to them by 
agitators, and which tends to array em- 
ployees against their employers—just on 
general principles. 

Though the evolution of woman in the 
professions, and the various avocations in 
which her success as a wage-earner is being 
marked in the more progressive states, 
there has been and still is a discrimination 
against her in institutions and corporations 
where men and women are competitors for 
equal wage and promotion, and where merit 
and equipment would demand either. 

Too often when she has reached a cer- 
tain departmental position, receiving prob- 
ably equal pay with men associates doing 
the same work, her promotion will cease, 
and the position of head of the department, 
when a vacancy occurs, is filled by a man, 
who may have to be called from some other 
department where he has not had the expe- 
rience the woman has had. 

The progressive act of the board of ad- 
ministration in Illinois might well be ex- 
ploited as an object lesson in simple justice 
to women.

MUCH STEEL PURCHASED 
BY ALES FOR SHELL 


Two of the Many Contracts 
Placed Are Valued at 
$35,000,000. 


New York, September 5.—Some ex- 
citement attended the purchase last 
week of steel blooms, billets and bars 
to be used in the manufacture of shells 
for the allies. Sales aggregated 250,- 
000 tons, including approximately 185,- 
009 tons rounds, 65,000 tons of blooms 
and 50,000 tons of reroiling and forg- 
ing billets. Of the total’about 100,000 
tons were for direct export, mainly 
to France, over the balance of this 
year. 


Some few round bars were sold fort 


Shipment after January 1, but. most 
mills refused to sell for 1916 shipment 
except at further substantial advances. 
Even for this year’s delivery, sales of 
billets and blooms were made at an 
advance of from $2 to $3 a ton, the 
bulk of the business went to independ- 
ent companies. 

Few Pittsburg mills now have any 
bar or billet capacity for sales for the 
rest of this year. Some Chicago and 
eastern Pennsylvania mills are not 
fully sold for the last quarter of this 
year, but surplus capacity is being fast 
taken. One contract for 1,000,000 3- 
inch high explosive shells and another 
for 1,900,000 6-inch shells placed for 
shipment to France are valued at $35,- 
090,000. 

The United States Steel Products com- 
pany obtained an order sor 100,000 kegs 
of galvanized wire nails, and inquiries 
for 16,000 tons of wire rods went beg- 
zing, while orders for barbed wire for 
export were limited only by the capac- 
ity of the wire drawers. Twenty-five 
tons were sold today for shipment over 
first quarter of 1916. 

Fabricated structural steel contracts 
aggregated 15,000 tons mainly in east- 
ern territory. For the month*of Au- 
gust structural contracts aggregated 
150,090 tons. 

The principal transaction in iron was 
the sale of 60,000 tons of molten basic 
metal by a Buffalo furnace to the Lack- 
awana Steel company, for shipment 
over the next five months. 4 ae of 
basic iron amounted to about 35,000 
tons, mainly for shipment over the 
first half of next vear.

NATIONAL

By British Navy Officers. 
Correspondent Visits the 
Grand Fleet and Naval 
Bases—Sight Imposing. 


London, September 5.—For the first 
time the veil of secrecy over British 
naval operations’ has been lifted. A 
correspondent last week visited the 
grand fleet and the naval bases. At 
one basé he saw drydocks, capable of 
docking the largest dreadnaughts, 
which had been built since the war 
began. 

Maps were shown the correspondent, 
marking points where German sub- 
marines had been sighted and on 
which the results of the attacks were 
classified under “captured,” “supposed 
sunk” and “sunk.” When bubbles are 
observed rising for a long time at the 
same spot in smooth water imis taken 
for granted that a submarine’s career 
has been ended. 

How ‘They Get Submarines. 


When an officer was asked, “How 
do you get them”?” his answer was,
